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(54) METHOD FOR BLEACHING LIGNOCELLULOSIC SUBSTANCE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a pulp, having high whiteness and hardly fading by specifying the amount of an added alkali and the treating 
temperature in a bleaching stage for pulp obtained from a lignocellulosic substance with a hypochlorite. 

CONSTITUTION: An alkali such as caustic soda in an amount of 1.0-3.0%, preferably 1.5-2.0% based on the weight of bone-dry pulp 
obtained from a lignocellulosic substance is added to the pulp and treatment is carried out at 60-90° C, preferably 70-75° C in a 
bleaching stage for the aforementioned pulp with a hypochlorite. 
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
